‘When the Rumour of this inconceiveable Defign was 
blaz’d abroad, the Pruffian Minillers refiding at Foreign 
Courts affecled to know nothing of it, but exprefsly 
deny d it: And tho’ at laft they feem'd inclinable to 
make mention of fome pretended Rights, yet it was 
done in a very trivial and curfory Manner; tho® afterall 
is faid and done, they could not produce any Pveten- 
fions which had not been abolifh’d by folemn Con- 
racts. 

This being the State of Affairs, and the Writing 
which the King of Pruffia has publifhed to colour his 
Proceeding being more than fufficient to fet it ina full 
Light, we think it needlefs to expofe the great aad im- 
minent Danger with which the whole Empire is threat- 
en’d, more at large. tvery one of its Members with- 
out Diftintion of Religion mult expeét the fame Treat- 
ment as we ; and in this they cannot be miflaken, un- 
lefs they deliberately renounce Evidence irfelf. For 
what way can they think to be fecure from a fudden In- 
vafion, when they {ce as it were all the Conftitutions of 
the Empire trampled under foot, the moft facred En- 
gagements defpifed, and the natural Bands of Society 
torn in pieces and deftroyed ? 

If we are treated after a Manner fo unheard of only 
becaufe the Opportunity feems favourable to invade an- 
other's Eitate and feize it, what muit they expeét to 
whom Heaven has not granted the fame Power! The 
prefent isa common Caufe. *Tis not our Safety and 
that of our Archiducal Family alone that are at flake, 
but the Sa/us Publica, and the Security of every Indivi- 
dual. All other Confiderations mult be fet afide when 
a Violation is offered to thofe facred Bands of Society, 
the Prefervation of which concerns all Nations in gene- 
ral. By confequence, the greater and the more immi- 
nent is the Danger, the more Earneitnefs and Zeal ought 
to be fhewn for uniting and confederating againft a Pro- 
ceeding of this Nature. 

We are ready to face the Danger with Refolution, 
and make no {cruple to declare that for all the vaft Ex- 
pence that we fhall be liable to more than any other 
Power for the Safety of the Publick, we expeét no other 
Reward than the entire Indemnification of our Subjeés 
and the Foreigners that have lent confiderable Sums 
upon the Security of the States of Silefia, and the pro- 
curing both for Us and Them fofficient Securities againit 
any other Enterprizes of this Nature. Moreover, as 
this is an Affair which affects all the Powers thar are 


| interefled in the Prefervation of the Law of Nature and 


Nations, we addrefs ourfelves with the fame Views to 
moft of the Chriftian Courts, and particularly to Sige 
whofe Dominions as well as ours border upon th 
the King of Pruffia, or which are particulatly obliged 
to fupport us.
